with feveral Amendments the Bill for calling fufpeéed 
Perfons to appear at Edinburgh or elfewhere, and to 
find Bail for their good Behaviour.

* werp, giving up his advantageous Camp, Mechlin, and 
* feveral other Places, which the French immediately 
“took Poffeffion of, and were preparing to follow them’.

Bologna, April 10. 0.8. The Army of Marthal Mail- 
Icbois having left the Neighbourhood of Novi and Gavi, 
is pofted along. the Scrivia, with the Po on the Right, 
Tortona on the Left, and Voghera behind.

Berlin, April 22. 0.8. The King being always defirous 
of thewing how much he has the Intereft of the Proteftant 
Caufe at Heart, his Majeity, who fome time ago refolved 
to intcreft himfelf in favour of the Proteftants in Poland, 
has taken the fame Refolution in favour of thofe of tlfe 
Kingdom of Hungary and Principality of Tranfilvania. 
For this Purpofe the King has charged his Minifter at the 
Court of Vienna to mike the molt amicable Reprefenta~ 
tions to the Emprefs Queen, to the End that this auguft 
Princefs might caufe the Grievances of the- Hungarians 
who profefs the Protettaut Religion to be examined ‘into, 
according to the Laws of ‘Equity, and that all Things 
might be :egulated-in fuch Manner, as that every Subjed 
of freth Complaint may be prevented. It is not doubted, 
but that the Minifters of England and Holland atthe Im- 
perial Court will fupport the Inftances of the King’s Mi- 
nifter there. His Majetty has likewife fent Orders to his 
Envoy at the general Diet of the Empire, to recommend, 
oi all Occafions, the Intereft of the Proteftant Caufe, and 
that the Treaty of Weftphalia may be inviolatly maintain- 
ed, and that if this Treaty has been infringed in any Part 
<d the Empire, a Remedy may be applied without De- 
ay. i 
Mantua, April 16. 0.S. We have learned this Day 
that the Generals Nadafti and Andreafy have made fuch 
Hafte in purfuing the Marquis de Caftellar, that having 
overtaken them ayain in the Valley of Molazzana, he 
had attacked and entirely defeated them ; fo tliat the Spa- 
nifh General had much ado to fave himfelf, with goo 
Men in Luneggiane, all the rcft having been killed, ta- 
ken, or difperfed. We have alfo juft now learned, that 
Valentia has furrendred, and the Garrifon, confifting of 
three Battalions, and a Troop of Miquelets, have been 
made Prifoners of War. They have brovgbht hither a- 
bout 1000 Prifoners, the greatefl Part of the Garrifon of 
Parma, and a great Number of Deferters are coming in 
daily, of whom moft are taken into the Emp-efs’s Ser- 
vice. Prince Lichtenftein has got together a large Quan- 
tity of Pontons, &c. to pafs the Taro, and go and at- 
tack Count de Gages.
